Hotv They An Claulflxt and the "PoloU" 
They Should POUM*. 


Horses in the market are classified 


as Streeters, Feeders, Express, Draft, 
)rivers. Carriage and Coach. Nona 
re considered marketable unless they 
ive strictly sound. 


Streeters are mostly used by street 


•ailway companies. They must weigh 
ot less than 1,050 pounds up to 1,200 
xwmls and be not less than four or 
nore than seven years old. No re- 
ilriction as to color, but it is necessary 
hat they possess good bone and feet 
mil the general appearance of a good, 
liirable horse. The average price paid 
or them is $125 per head. This stock 
indergoes the most thorough inspec- 
.ion, and all which are unsound »r 
•efuse to work, are returned to the 


Feeders are tbe draft horses wanting 


n flesh, weighing 1,800 pounds and up- 
vard, and having frame and bone snf- 
icicnt to carry about 300 pounds more 
at. 
They are bought by those 


miking it a business of feeding and 
'iittening horses*—mostly by firms in 
Oliio and Pennsylvania. 
They pay 


rom $150 to $200 each, shipping them 
wine nnd feeding from two to four 
nonths, making more money on one 
'.tir than an ordinary dealer would by 
mndling six or eight cars ef horses. 
.n November last there was shipped 
'rom nay barn, sixteen feeders that cost 
in 
average 
here 
of $187.50 per 


oud. They were shipped to Ohio, 
where they were fed until the last of 
February and sold to a New York 
iiiycr for $825 per head. Estimated 
;ost of feeding, buying and shipping, 
ivas $45.60 per head, giving a net profit 
>f $1,329.40 for the sixteen head. Good 
iterest and wages for three and a half 
nonths'time!

Continue this up to 
within three weeks before marketing 
-no grooming being necessary. Now 
lead them out and give them a walk 
on tie, a. day, and give a thorough groom- 
ing after walking. " 


Draught horses must reach well u» 


to 1,500 pounds and from that 1,800 


id occasionally 1,900 to 2,000 pounds, 


A good draught horse weighing 1,500 
pounds is worth $200, and for every 
100 pounds of increase you can safely 
add $25. It was a common saying. 
;No foot no horse." Buyers overlook 
or purchase a horse with a poor foot 
when he possesses extra good bone, 
but I have never known one to pur- 
chase a horse having poor bone, on ac- 
count of good feet. 


Express horses are selected from the 


light draught class, 
choosing the 


smoothest, best quality and those .nf 
good action only, rejecting bad colors, 
such as dun, light sorrels, light grays, : 
etc., 
and refusing those having a bald ' 


face, a glass eye or a white forefoot. 
They should be about 16 hands high, 
from five to sixyears old and from 1,350 
to 1,450 pounds in market, which means 
from 1,450 to 1,500 pounds in the coun- 
try. They bring from $175 to $225 per 
head. 


Carriage and coach horses are the 


most difficult class to obtain, while the 
demand is constantly on the increase. 
Range, size, color, action and dis- 
position are the necessary requisites. 
There being no established price, 
it depends largely on how well yon 
please your customers fancy, or how 
much he is willing to pay. If they 
are first-class, you can ask for them 
as much as it takes to buy 40 acres 
adjoining your farm, and not be con- 
sidered out of reason. 


Drivers cover quite a wide range, 


and vary in price from $100 to an al- 
most unlimited sum, owing to style, 
action and speed. They are not mar- 
ketable unless five years old, and well 
broken to harness. If used single, it 
is necessary to have size—from 1,100 
to 1,200 pounds. In pairs, those weigh- 
ing from 1,000 pounds upward are 
usual. 


I believe the best results, financially, 


will follow those who breed in the 
draft line, one of the many advantages 
being that you can almost grow them 
in two years, and if good colts at that 
age, you can find ready sale for them 
at very remunerative prices. I often 
hear men say that the draft-horse busi- 
nuss is being overdone. 
Don't be 


alarmed at such foolishness. The day 
has not dawned; the infant has not 
abandoned its long dress, but has al- 
ready paid many a mortgage on this 
good Western farm land.—J. W. Book- 
er, in Prairie Farmer,

trace of the results of the war. The Supreme 
Court, the court of last appeal, was being 
turned over to men with such purposes. Jus- 
tices are approaching Hie age of retirement 
and the result is easily foretold. Mr. Ingalls 
said the effects of Democratic ascendancy were 
manifest, and the country was entering upon 
the campaign which must decide the destinies 
of the Nation for the next quarter of a century. 
He had now before him another similar 


speech. It was by General Jackson, formerly, 
Minister to Mexico. This speech was delivered 
at Macon, Ga., In the presence of Jeflerson 
Javia. In this speech he declared Jefferson 
Davis to be tbe victor, and Abraham Lincoln 
,he vanquished leader In tbe late war. A cam- 
paign was pending In Ohio at that time, and 
this speech proved to be singularly disastrous 
to the Democratic party of that State. Other 
jarties had not been disturbed by that speech, 
jut It had thrown the Democracy into confu- 
sion. It had been recognized as a Democratic 
utterance, and Democratic leaders had rushed 
'orward to disclaim It. 


Mr. Ingalls then took up the subject of polit- 


ical outrages in the South. If the outrages 
committed on Southern Republicans were com- 
mitted by foreign nations on American citizens, 
there would be a declaration of war within 
sixty days—even with the present Secretary of 
State in power. 


The result in Louisiana, Mr. Ingalls said, 


was an indication of what was to be expected 
next November. [This statement provoked a 
general laugh on the Democratic side of the 
chamber, but Mr. Ingalls hastened to show 
that he referred to the frauds and outrages 
only.l The election returns showed greater 
Democratic majorities in some instan cs than 
the entire voting populations. The Democratic 
organization hud shown consummate skill in 
the management of elections—it showed ma- 
jorities of greater numbers than there were 
voters. 
Mr Ingalls reviewed the circumstances of the 


Louisiana election, and reviewed the evidence 
of the suppression of the colored vote. The 
Louisiana election showed clearly enough the 
means by which it was proposed to keep the 
South solid. Tho Senator from Indiana and 
others set forth the means by which it was 
hoped that the North might be divided. The 
Senator from Indiana hod defended the record 
of President Cleveland in reference to pensions 
to Union veterans. Mr. Ingalls proceeded tore- 
view the President's pension vetoes and his ap- 
proval ot the Mexican Pension bill under which 
many Confederate veterans and their widows 
were among tho beneficiaries. 


Mr. Ingalls said that In conclusion he wished 


to say that the plea of the Republican party in. 
the pending contest was simply for justice and 
for a fair record of fair elections. All that was 
necessary, all that Republicans would ever 
aslt, would be a fair expression ot the verdict 
of the people on the contrasted records, com- 
position and purposes of the two parties. The 
people knew it was to the Republican party 
that Union, prosperity and progress were due. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Ingall's speech, Mr. 


Blackburn sent to the desk records to be read 
in correction of what he said were historical 
Inaccuracies of Mr. Ingalls 
Mr. Voorhees then rose nn I said he had been 


painfully reminded of the fable of the moun* 


tain which labored and 
brought forth a mouse. 
The spectators of thai 
fable had expected vol- 
canic action and power.

The Senato 
from Kansas now said that he did not refer t 
the military records of these grout generals 
He now says ihat he meant to refer to thes 
men as Presidential candidates.

Mr. Ingalls continued his assertion that Mr. 
^oorhees had been a friend to the Confed- 
racy. 
Mr, Voorhees made a general denial of every 
hing charged and Insinuated by the Senator 
rom Kansas. 
Mr. Ingalls protested against the interrnp- 
lons, and offered to prove every accusation. 
Mr. Voorhees said no matter who were the 


witnesses, the charges were false. 


Mr. Ingalls said a court could pass upon the 
vldence. If this Senate were a police court, 
,he Senator from Indiana would be sent to the 
rock-pile for being drunk and disorderly. Mr. 
ngalls submitted a letter signed by Mr. Voor- 
hees in December, 18BO, commending to South- 
rn authorities a man who used the letter as a.

Mr, Ingalls said he had some of the records 


at hand. He had the testimony in support of 
:heso charges. It was true that it had been 
passed upon by tho Democracy ot Indiana.

Phe tact that they had often been repeated, 
and that the Democracy of Indiana had con- 
doned them was no disproof, Mr. Ingalls read 
some of the letters and documents in reference 
so the seizure of papers in Mr. Voorhees' office 
indicating his disloyalty and connection with 
the Confederacy and with secret di&loyal 
organizations.
